WHEN BOOZE I8 WHISKY. 
EXPERT TELLS PRESIDENT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.! 
WASHINGTON, June 7.—Lioyd W. 
Bowers, Solicitor-General of the United 


60) States, today submitted to President 


Taft his opinion as to what the term 
“whisky means in law. Mr. Bowers 
holds that the public does not consider 
that added coloring or flavoring mat- 
ter can make whisky out of what 
otherwise is not whisky. Whisky is 
regarded generally and naturally as 
having a flavor and properties of its 
own, 

“On the other hand,” he says, “the 
mere addition of harmless coloring or 
flavoring matter to what is previously 
whisky does not destroy its whisky 
character unless such addition unduly 
dilutes or affects the essential proper- 
tles of the whisky.” 

A mixture of whisky with alcohol 
or neutral spirits is entitled to the 
name whisky, Mr. Bowers holds, pro- 
vided the mixture retains a substantial 
amount of »y-products in proportion 
to the volume of the mixture. Bowers 
says the addition of alcohol to whisky 
is not the introduction of a foreign sub- 
stance, but is merely an enlargement 
of the proportion of one proper con- 
stituent, It is merely a form of dilu- 
tion, just as the addition of water is.

THAN IN YEARS, 


Deciduous Crops of Northern Part 


of State Unusually Large—Many 
Cars Also Needed to Move Products 


of Southland — Transcontinental 
Lines Increasing Equipments. 


The railroads are making great prep- 


fornia deciduous fruits, which are 
practically ready for the annua! move- 
ment. It is estimated that the ton- 
mage to be handled by the transcon- 
tinental limes will be larger than for 
many years. | 
In the vicinity of San José cherry 
shipments are in progress and from 
Sonoma and Napa counties alone 135,000 
boxes of apples will be sent East. The 
Watsonville apple crop will amount to 
considerably more than that of the 
two counties mentioned. 
It is estimated that Sonoma and 
Napa counties will produce 7,000,000 
gallons of wine, which, with the 7,000,- 
006 gallons held over from last year, 
will be moved during 1909. 

Sonoma, Mendocino and Napa coun- 
ties will need 320 cars for dried prune 
shipments, and 160 more to move the 
2019 tons of dried fruit of various kinds. 
For the canned fruite from Sonoma 
and Napa counties 430 cars, each car- 
rying more than 1000 cases, will be 
necessary. From Sonoma and Mendo- 
cino counties will be moved 42,300 bales 
of hops, 34,500 of which is the estimated 
production of this year. 
Four hundred carloads of potatoes 
will be shipped from points between 
Los Angeles and Rivera. — 
In Southern California large quanti- 
ties of honey. dried and canned (fruits, 
walnuts, beans and mustard seed will 
be handied.

cumbency, but Judge Hutton said that 
the appointment of deputies as the 
business of an office grew had been 
allowed in Los Angeles for the past ten 
years and that no appeal had ever been 
taken from decisions of Superior courts 
in similar mandamus proceedings, 
these rulings uniformly upholding the 
principle involved.
